Our  main  money-making  projects  are 
corn,  hay,  Christmas  trees  and  garden  seed  sales. 

On  May  1,  1972,  we  had  our  annual  Plow  Day. 
This  is  how  we  get  our  plowing  and  discing  done 
in  one  day  and  have  60  acres  ready  to  plant.
